This  veek  in  Chicago,  Regional  officers  of  FLA,  OFA  and  OCD,  rith  the  blessing 
of  OTI,  agreed  on  a  joint  plan  for  close  cooperation  in  the  November  "Food  Fights 
for  Freedom"  campaign.     They  set  up  a  joint  regions.l  committee  to  coordinate  pro- 
cedures and. methods  for  sp8.rking  community  mobilizations,,     l^ch  of  the  three 
agencies  agreed  tha.t  a  coordinated  program  is  essential  in  each  comitiunity  to 
elimina,te  confusion  a-s  to  jurisdiction  and  authority. 

A  joint  m_emo,  outlining  the  pl^n  for  regional  cooperation,  has.  gone  out  to  all 
Directors  of  State  Defense  Councils,  to  0?A  District  Information  Officers,  and  to 
Chs^irmen  of  State  Nutrition  Committees  in  the  several  regions,    l^hile  this  plan  ' 
irons  out  confusion  at  the  top,  it  does  not  produce  delay  through  red  tape  at  the 
bottom.     Each  agency  at  the  community  level  is  urged  to  take  the  lead  in  forming 
the  local  Citizens'  Food  Information  Committees,    The  ne^  comm.ittee  has  a  good 
motto  for  "Food  Fights  for  Freedom"  community  m.obilization  —  don' t  Trait  for  some- 
one else  to  take  the  initiative  in  your  community. 

This  joint  regional  committee  looks  like  the  answer  to  a.  lot  of  local  problems 
of  interagency  cooperation.     Let's  hope  something  li^'e  it  keeps  on  after  November 
to  assist  community  food  programs.     It's  a  good  day's  work  w-hen  three  agencies 
agree  to. fight  this  war  together  rather  than  against  each  other, 

HOME  FRODTT  PLEDGE  RFRORT         Episode  9  -  ' 

Milwaukee,  Wisconsin  opened  its  Home  Front  Pledge  Campaign  by  organizing  the 
business,  industry,  and  city  government  v'hich  rill  throw  their  united  support  be- 
hind the  campaign.     The  drive  which  opened  September  30  was-  given  a  complete  send- 
off  with  the  newspapers,  radio  stations  and  theatres  behind  it.     In  the  lobbies 
of  theatres,  booths  were  erected  so  tha.t  patrons  co^jild  sign  t.he  pledge  after 
viewing  black  me^rket  and  other  films  shown  in  the  theatres  themselves.  Advertise- 
ments appeared  in  the  newspapers  and  trade  niagazines.     Placards  were  placed  in 
streetcars  and  motor  buses.    Window  displays  blossomed  as  a  result  of  the  retail- 
er' s  committee  meetings.     The  mayor  of  Milwaukee  ^as  the  first  to  sign  the  pledge 
declaring,   "I  am  honored  to  be  permitted  to  be  the  first  person  in  Milwaukee  to 
toXze  the  Home  Front  Pledge.     I  am  part icipa. ting  actively  in  the  campaign  and  from 
the  reports  which  I  have  received  from  every  section  of  the  city,  I  am  very  en- 
couraged at  the  reception  ^hich  this  campaign  is  receiving  in  Milwaukee.     I  know- 
it  '^ill  help  keep  do^^n  the  rising  cost  of  living  and  will  insure  the  shs.ring  of 
all  scarce  commodities." 


Practically  every  mercantile,  service  and  industrial  organization  of  Milwaukee 
have  joined  with  women's  clubs  and  otner  civic  orga.nizations  in  insuring  100  per- 
cent signature  within  the  city.
